158 friction between the ecc]esiastica] 
authorities and the Maltese Govern- 
ment has drawn Malta into the limelight 
out of the obscurity in which it is normally 
wrapped. Tourists and sightseers flock to 
Sicily, ey t, Algeria and other countries 
on the pe len se littoral, but few of 
them take the opportunity of calling at 
Malta. 

Nevertheless, the Maltese Islands, of 
which the largest are Malta and Gozo, 
are well worth a visit. The winter 
climate is ideal, and, although Malta 
cannot claim the physica] beauty of the 
Riviera, its grey cliffs and slopes in their 
setting of blue sea and sky give it a charm 
which is not found in the more popular 
resorts. The best time to arrive in Malta 
is in the early morning. Crossing from 
Sicily on the little steamer which runs 
between Syracuse and Valetta, one is 
just in time to catch the glint of the sun 
on the pearl-grey battlements, A touch of 
colour is given by the vividly-painted 
dghaisa which surround the vessel almost 
before the anchcr is down. In these 
dghaisa are the boatmen with gay shirts, 
offering for sale bright silks and carpets 
whose colours tend to clash with the blue 
waters of the harbour. On disembarking, 
one is rowed across the waters under the 
shadow of the great medieval Baraccas. 

massive battlements dwarf even the 
great grey battleships lying at their 
moorings in the Grand Harbour. Their 
formidable appearance transports one back 
to the Mi die Ages, when walls and 
bastions were effective means of defence. 

The long, slim guns, whick can now be 
seen peeping out of the turrets on the 

‘summit of the walls, seem something of 
an anachronism. 


ST. PAUL'S BAY. 


Malta’s chief interest, however, is 
romantic and historic. The spirit of the 
Knights is still alive in the Island, and, 
as one visits the auberges where they 
lived and the churches where they 
worshipped, it is not hard to repeople the 
steep, narrow streets with the Knights in 
their armour and to hear the Turk 
thundering at the walls. The inhabitants’ 
still possess that deep sense of religion 
and loyalty which was characteristic of the 
Hospitallers. In fact, the Maltese show 
great pride in their religious history, 
which commenced with the shipwreck of 
St. Paul in A.D. 62. The reputed site is 
known as St. Paul’s Bav, and the event 
is commemorated annually by a great 
religious festival. 

For over two-and-a-half centuries the 
Knights of St. John were in possession of 
the Island. Driven from Rhodes by the 
Turks in 1523, they sought refuge in 
Malta, which had been mir Ac fo them by 
the Holy Roman Empercr, Charles V. 
The Turksewould not, howeve-, let them 
rest in peace, and, before the fortifications 
were complete, fierce attacks were made 
in 1551 and 1555, but on each occasion the 
courage and self-sacrifice of the Knights 
resulted in the defeat of their ancient 
enemies. In the latter attack the Turks 
are reputed to have lost 30,000 men, which 
discouraged them to such an extent that 
they finally gave up hope of capturing the 
Island and left the Knights to develop it 
in peace. 


HOMES OF THE KNIGHTS. 


La Vallette, who was Grand Master at 
the time, determined, however, to take no 
risks, and in 1566 the foundations of the 
present capital were laid. The city took 
the name of its founder, and is built on 
a high promontory joined to the rest of 
the Island by a narrow neck of land, and 
bounded on one side by the Grand 
Harbour and on the other by the 
Marsamuscetto Harbour. Its natural 
defences were enhanced by great walls and 
baraccas, which exist to-day almost in 
their entirety. So formidable, indeed, 
were its defences. that the Turks realised 
that any attacks would prove futile. 

The peaceful years that followed were 
devoted by the Knights to building the 
fine churches, of which the Cathedral 
Church of St John is the largest. Many 
of the auberges in which the Knights lived 
are still in a fine state of preservation. 
These auberges were allotted to the various 
languages or nationalities, and are stil! 
known by their old names of Auberge 
d’Aragon, Auberge d’Italie, and so on. 
One of them is utilised as the Head- 
quarters of the British Force in the 
Island, whilst another is used as the 
Naval and Military Club. 

Two centuries of peace, however, 
dissipated the old military spirit of the 
Order, and the Island fell an easy prey 
to Napoleon in 1798.. The Island was only 
held for two years by the French, who 
violated the religious susceptibilities of 
the inhabitants to buch an extent that 
they rose and invited British oceupa- 
tion. This has continued since 1800, and 
was confirmed by the Treaty of Paris. 


THE OLD CITY. 


The Malta of to-day has essentially a 
medieval appearance, and its more 
modern buildings blend themselves with 
the older ones. Chief among the latter is 
the really fine Opera House in Strada 
Reale, where excellent performarices 
subsidised by the Government are given. 
Past the Opera House is the tiny railway 
station, hidden under the ancient walls, 
whence a smoky little train sets out~for 
the middle of the Island, where the old 
capital of Citta Vecchia stands upon a 
hill. In the clear Mediterranean air its 
walls stand out against the blue sky as 
though cut by a knife, and its old gate. 
ways and buildings bring us once again 
into the presence of the Knights 
Hospitallers. 

Here in Citta Vecchia—the old City— 
one can sit under the shadow of the 
ancient Cathedra', sipping the sweet 
local wine, and picture the streets once 
again thronged with Knights in their 
black robes and cowls. Dreams of this 
sort are soon dissipated, however, for the 
shrill whistle of the smoky little engine 
and the tinkle of a telephone hell bring 
us back with something of a shock to 
modern civilisation.  '

Hawks at Waterford, 


I see that the merchants of Waterford 
have been hoist with their own petard. 
Birds got at grain in the dock warehouses 
and blue-black hawks were imported to 
face this menace. The hawks have in- 
creased and multiplied and are indulging 
their carrion instincts in the locality with 
a reckless daring which has made them a 
menace in their turn. It is some time 
now since anything of the kimd occurred 
here. One hears in remote places the 
squeal of the captured rabbit when the 
talons of the bird of prey have closed upon 
him, and I remember some years ago 
having a shot at a bird attacking a newly- 
born lamb. The eagle had something to 
say in that way in the mountainy lands, 
but he is now practically extinct here. A 
story is told of how, many years ago, 
near Leenane an eagle descended upon an 
infant and carried it off to its eyrie 
among the rocks. The child. was, Tescued 
with great difficulty, the bird “attacking 
the rescuers when their hands were 
occupied in keeping themselves safe, and 
they could not defend themselves .I believe 
such an incident was a favourite novelette 
device in the late Victorian days, but 
would-only command a certain incredulity 
now.

Hawks in Literature. 


The hawk has made his way well into 
literature and song. In the days of the 
Rapparees, a faculty for making a sudden 
descent upon communities for plunder was 
an asset and a old Rapparee would be 
likened to a hawk. In the song “ Carrig- 
down ” the girl laments for Donal ' my 
hawk is flown, achrone machree, ’’In recent 
years Mr. Eimar O’ Duffy has made use 
of the goshawk in “ King Goshawk and 
the Birds.” as an instrument of satire. 
But it was the falcon amongst the hawks 
that really gained them their entree into 
letters, and a whole dialect has sprung 
up about the sport of fa :onry, some words 
from which, such as,. ‘‘ mews,’’ have won 
into the language. Shakespeare has given 
currency to the term “ tassel gentle’’ as 
a synonym for someone beloved; while 
Sir Walter Scott has made it a stne qua 
non of a medieval picture, that the high- 
born maiden, as well as the knight, should 
ride with hawk on wrist. Hamlet has 
offered ‘‘to know a hawk from a hand- 
saw,’ as evidence of sanity; while Sir 
Edwin Arnold, reversing classical tradi- 
tion, has likened the soul to a hawk caged 
in the body. The classica] tradition, how- 
ever, made femenine-headed hawks one of 
the dangers to the soul on its way to 
Elysium. I do not know that the sport 
of faleonry survives anywhere in Ireland. 
but we can say with Scott ‘‘ we hold our 
greyhound in our hand,” even if we 
cannot add ' our falcon in our glove.”’ 


Chests. 


To dodge a shower the other day, I 
dyopped into the National Museum, and, 
to pass the time, I went to the furniture 
section. There are two very interesting 
old wooden chests there. The first is 
reputed to have belonged to Christopher 
Columbus. and it now stands on the 
raised dais at the end of the furniture 
room. 

This massive chest is fashioned from 
timber about two inches thick. The front 
is embellished with filigree steel squares, 
and there are iron Handles at either end 
for lifting. The interior is fitted with 
numerous drawers, and it was probably 
used as a storage chest for papers and 
documents, as the lock is not of the 
massive type usually found on treasure 
chests. 

On the lid are chiselled the words 
“Christof Columb,’’ and it is this clue 
that hints at its former ownership, though 
nothing definite can be ascertained.

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At the other end off the room there is 
another different type of chest. It is not 
heavily built, but the workmanship is

It may be interesting to people who 
know the Erne country, says a cor- 
respondent, referring to my recent para- 
graphs on Allingham, to read of a 
curiosity of old-time history that is 
written upon the map of that region. The 
parish of Pettigoe, in County or 
reaches down to the Erne water, cutting 
between 
territory. 

Now, the ancient name of 
parish is Termon-Magrath, 
terminus, or sanctuary-land, of the 
Magraths. On account of the famous 
Lough Derg, whither pilgrims come from 
all parts of Europe, Termon-Magrath was 
a piece of Church land, independent of 
the adjacent Kingdoms of Tirconaill 
(County Donegal) and Oriel (County 
Fermanagh). al this arose a remark- 
able economic fact. 


Ghe Sword Makers. 


That is, since Termon-Magrath was in- 
dependent of secular lordship, it was the 
site of a sword-manufacturing industry. 
The sword-smiths had their works on the 
hill called Peata-gabha, i.¢., Pettigoe, 
“the Smiths’ Hill.” 

The O'Neills and O’Donnells would buy 
their swords in Termon-Magrath; but, 
since it was ‘“‘termon’’ land, they. could 
not use them on one another while they 
stood upon that sanctuarised soil. This, 
I understand, is the theme of Mr. F. R. 
higgins’s poem, ‘‘ Sword-Makers,”’ in his 
last book, “The Dark Breed.”’ 


It is the little quiet of our fields 

That you are needing, 

Within the mearings of our termon lands; 
It is our woods, too heavy for bird singing, 
Shall bring you healing, 

With sleeping waters for your stricken hands. 


Ghe Spread of Banks. 


I have been much struck of late in my 
rambles about Dublin and its outskirts by 
the number of new offices which the banks 
are ‘opening in all directions. Dis- 
cussing this phenomenon with a friend in 
the banking profession, I was told that 
there is a strong thrift movement showing 
itself in the country, and that “many 
people who in older days had some kind cf 
unreasoning prejudice against the banks 
had lived the- prejudice down and were 
freely using the many facilities offered 
them. The result has bean a keen bid for 
business ”Tby the various banking corpora- 
tions, and as a consequence the growth in 
number of sub-offices. It is satisfactory 
to hear of the thrift movement, but the 
competition of the Banks seems to me to 
connote a growth of overhead charges 
which simply argues for amalgamation. 
The thrift might well be copied at the 
apex of the economic pyramid. I have 
met many cases of the fear of Banks which 
my friend alluded to. They were supposed 
in some way to use depositor’s money with- 
out benefiting the owner. I have seen in 
small cabins mattresses stuffed with coin 
and jars and tobacco boxes turned into 
safes. There the money lies idle and has 
in some cases tempted to robbery and 
violence. People, too, in the country are 
shy of investing. They want immediate 
returns, and think themselves defrauded 
if they do not get it, an attitude which 
I heard well summed up in the phrase, 
“the fair green mind.’’

They have proved 
themse]ves a thorongh 
sporting team, who 
play the game in the 
proper spirit. Jn 
particular, their 
fielding has aroused 
admiration in every game they have 
played. Their main shortcoming has been 
an inability to play bowling of the type 
sent down by Freeman, but they are a 
very young team, and the experience of 
the tour will. have its effects in future 
years. 

There has been much criticism of the 
policy displayed by the English Selection 
Committee in continuing to favour the 
‘old brigade ' of players, instead of 
experimenting with younger men, in view 
of the next Tests with Australia. Hobbs, 
Woolléy, Freeman, Hendren and Bowley 
must all be approaching the end of their 
international careers, but, so far, their 
successors have not been found. 

English cricket itself is, at the moment, 
not above criticism. ‘There has been this 
year far too much ‘safety first’’ play, 
witich has resulted in that kind of slow 
cricket which. if persisted in, will 
inevitably drive away the necessary 
spectator, who supplies the finances for the 
game. There has been a tendency to 
blame the championship system of scor- 
ing for the slowness displayed, and it is 
almost certain that next season will see 
the abolition of the first innings points. 


Ghe Ass and Cart. 


Tt is interesting to observe what catches 
the attention of our visitors. I was 
dreaming in a hotel armchair the other 
day when a shout of excitement came from 
a girl at the window, and a party of 
Americans rushed across to gaze with 
astonishment upon nothing more or less 
than an ass and cart. Such is, I suppose, 
unknown in the land of the “flivver.’’ To 
me, more strange is the notion that an 
ass is unintelligent. Once upon a time 
I drove an ass and cart a distance of five 
miles. I say, I drove; it would be more 
correct to say that the ass condescended to 
draw me. It was an excruciating per- 
formance. The animal so maneuvred 
that one or other wheel of the cart fell 
into every deep rut in the rond, and 
mounted every large stone. Coldly and 
deliberately I was bumped and lurched 
about until I was sore. . And when we 
came to hills no cajolery or violence would 
make him move until I got down and 
walked. And the studied nonchalance on 
that animal’s face was a picture. When 
I reached town I had had enough. Some- 
one else brought him home, and I begged 
a lift on a sidecar. 


Butterflies’ Wings. 


Probably many people in Dublin have 
not.ced in shop-windows thos» glowing, 
iridescent pictures made of butterflies’ 
wings. The idea originated with a young 
artist named Spaj, who claims that the 
inspiration came to him in a dream. He 
uses, probably, thousands of wings to form 
one picture, and works them in so skil- 
fully that a white butterfly with black 
spots and veinings is used most success- 
fully to suggest delicate lace-work. The 
butterflies come from all parts of the 
world ; some of the more gorgeous ones are 
only to be found in Peru and Brazil, 
Madagascar and the Himalayas. Some 
people may think there is a hint of cruelty 
about this art, but when one realises the 
short duration of a butterfly’s life, it 
seems a fitting memorial that their beauty 
should be preserved in these shimmering 
pictures. 


Shipyard Distinctions. 
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To the majority, all Belfast shipyard 
workers are just “‘“Islandmen,’’ whether 
they be apprentices or head foremen, 
Actually, there are strong lines of social 
demarcation in the yards of Harland and 
Wolff and Workman and Clark, Toa 
rivetter or a plater a ‘‘helper,’’ who is a 
sort of skilled labourer; is a social 
inferior, while an ordinary labourer is a 
very humble person. Fitters, turners and 
others whose work is in the “shops, ' nse 
a term of disparagement—‘' black squad” 
—in referring to those whose work is upon 
the ships lying in dock or on the “ slips.’’

EGG MARKETING. 


TO THE BDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 


Sirn,—In one of your recent editorials you 
refer optimistically to the condition of the 
Irish egg industry, as revealed by the last 
British Government statistics, and state that 
Irish egg exports are increasing rapidly, I 
do not think that this optimism is justified, 
as the actual increase in these exports is 
shown to be only 25 per cent,, while in the 
case of other countries the exports have 
increased as follows :—

paid in England for foreign eggs has been

On this showing the position of the Free 
State is not by any means creditable, and 
there was but little difference between the 
price paid for Chinese and Irish eggs, in 
spite of the new legislation making it com- 
pulsory to clean and grade Irish eggs before 
exporting. If the law in this respect has been 
strictly enforced, the inference is obvious 
that it is not the quality of Irish eggs which 
is to blame for the low prices. The only 
alternative explanation is that the marketing 
system must be faulty, and this would seem 
to be borne out by the fact that eggs from 
distant countries get such good prices. In 
such eases the marketing of eggs must neces- 
sarily be concentrated and canalised. In the 
Free State, on the other hand, the marketing 
is in the hands of a large number of separate 
competing firms, there is an entire lack of 
co-ordination and system, and the handling 
costs are excessive.—Yours, etc.,

THE NATIONAL MUSEUM. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sir,—I paid a visit to the National 
Museum to-day to see the relief wep of 
Ireland which I was informed was there. 
Asking one of the attendants, I was told that 
it was in the Natural History section of the 
Museum, and that it was necessary to walk 
up Kiidare street and via Baggot street inte 
Merrion street to reach the Natural History 
section. Does not this appear extraordinary, 
considering that the two sections of the 
Museum are nearly side by side? On reach- 
ing the Natural History Museum, | was told 
by an attendant there that the map was 
closed to the public, as was also a large 
section of the © peter containing most of the 
geological specimens. 

However, an attendant took me through to 
see the map. But what a sight met my eyes! 
Cases of valuable mineral specimens, cases of 
this, that, and the other thing strewn 
throughout the room, covered in layers of 
dust, and the map in a disgraceful condition. 
The rain was actually leaking through the 
roof on to it, and little pools of water were 
lying in many places on the floor. The map 
was very difty, and many cracks could be 
seen in it. It was explained to me that when 
the Irish Government came into power they 
annexed part of the Museum, but they have 
done nothing since to right this state of 
affairs. The Museum itself is hopelessly 
understaffed, there being, as far as I could 
gather, only four men in charge of the whole 
of the Natural History section. It is called 
the National Museum, and I presume, there- 
fore, that it is controlled by the Government, 
It seems to me quite time something was done 
to open up the closed rooms, to find accom- 
modation for the various specimens which 
have been displaced, and to make any repairs 
that are necessary to the roof of the buildings.—

FOSTERING ITALIAN 
PATRIOTISM. 


REMARKABLE GROW'TH 
OF SCHOOLS,

ROME, Friday. 

Figures have just been issued by Signor 
Pierre Parini, Secretary for Fascist 
Organisations and Activities in Foreign 
Countries, which illustrate the world-wide 
scope of the work carried on by the 
Fascist Government to foster patriotism 
and pride in Italy among Italian citizens 
living in foreign countries. 

This work is accomplished through the 
establishment of Italian schools abroad 
and through bringing Italian children 
back to Italy for summer vacations. I+ is 
co-ordinated through Signor Parini, who 
works directly under the Duce in the 
Foreign Office. 

This summer approximately ten thon- 
sund Italian children living abroad have 
been brought back to Italy to obtain what 
is called “a bath of Italianism.’’ They 
are feted as the guests of the Government, 
and Secretary Turati, in addressing two 
thousand of them recently, called them 
‘‘Italy’s boy ambassadors,’ and urged 
them to spread the cult of their nationality 
when they returned to their homes 
abroad. 

The greatest work in fostering Italian 
patriotism and prestige is being done 
under Signor Parini through the thou- 
sands of schools which he has established 
abroad. Signor Mussolini, in a recent 
speech, expressed his pleasure at the 
augmentation of these schools, which, he 
said, were bringing Italian into greater 
usage as a language abroad. This, he 
said, was a test of the prestige of the 
nation. 

REMARKABLE GROWTH. 

Immediately after the march on Rome, 
Fascism began to develop its schools 
abroad as a means of diffusing its ideas 
and of spreading Italian culture. To-day, 
according to Signor Parini’s figures, th: 
institutions, which range from kinder- 
gartens to technical and cultural schoois 
number thousands, and are attended by 
nearly two hundred thousand Italia 
living abroad. Over one thousand sc] 
of the primary type, attended by ninetee: 
thousand students, have been estab- 
lished in Europe and Northern Africa 
Another thousand, of a secondary type. 
are functioning in Europe and North and 
South "America. This second type gets a 
subsidy of six million lire annually from 
the Italian Government. Attending these 
schools are twenty-two thousand students 
in Europe, thirty-five thousand in the 
United States and Mexico, and fifty thou- 
sand in the South American countries. 

One feature of the work of the Italian 
schools abroad is the annual essay contest 
in the Italian language, for which a prize 
of a gold medal of honour is given to the 
winner. 

The work of spreading Italianism is 
also carried out by Fascist organisations

SALMON FISHING UPSET. 


The pitiless downpour of Friday—it poured all 
day and most of the night—left the nvers high in 
spate and coloured beyond any possibility of sport, 
apart from bait fishing, or, in less swollen waters, 
spinning. It is safe to say that, with the present 
aimost bankful state of the salmon rivers, the fish, 
which were settling down after the rise in the early 
part of the week, will get on the jog again and 
push further up stream, thus unsettling sport for 
another period of unknown length. Salmon which 
have been hanging about estuaries will now get 
on the run. 

The Erne was going up at the time of writing, 
just as the river was beginning to settle a bit, 
end the big salmon moving up.

Toffee Works 


As the Irish Transport Workers’ Union have seen fft to c&all our 
workpeople out on strike, we think it is only fair that the general 
public should know the reason for this action. 


When we commenced business we paid all our workpeople a bonus 
of about 10 per cent. over the standard rate of wages in the Con- 
fectionery Trade in the hope that all other manufacturers of confec- 
tionery in the Irish Free State would thus be induced to pay the 
same rate of wages in order to make the conditions of their work- 


people more satisfactory. 


We paid this bonus for over three years, 
but none of the other manufacturing -confectioners followed our 
example, and, to the best of our belief, the Irish Transport Workers’ 
Union took no steps to endeavour to get them to do so. 


After three years’ experience we found that this bonus could not be 
paid by us unless paid by our competitors, as it was putting us at a 
great disadvantage as regards selling prices." We had, therefore, 


reluctantly to withdraw this bonus. 


It was then suggested to us by the Irish Transport Workers’ Union 
that we grant_éo all our workpeople a full week's holiday at full 
pay. We met the representatives of the Irish Transport Workers’ 
Union along with delegates from our workpeople, and made them 


the following offer. 


We suggested that they call a meeting of all 


the manufacturing confectioners and make the same request to them 
—a full week's holiday at full pay—and that if they all agreed, we 


would fall into line. 


We were then informed that two firms in the 


confectionery trade would not grant this holiday at full pay; that 
none of their workpeople were members of the Irish Transport 
Workers’ Union, and that if we granted the holidays at full pay to 
our workpeople, the Irish Transport Workers’ Union would bé able 
to get the workpeople of these two firms into their union. 


While we are quite agreeable that our workers should be members 
of a trade union if they so desire, we consider it unfair that we 
should be used as a lever to induce the workers in other firms to 
become members and also that we should be compelled to gfant con- 
ditions to our workpeople which our competitors are not compelled 
to do also.

“The people, however, refuse to believe that 
it will rain to-morrow, but with a great faith 
and a little prayer they are making their 
preparations for witnessing the greatest road 
race that has been seen in any part of the 
world. This race is the cherished dream of 
their lives. 

For two weeks now they have nursed it 
strongly in their hearts, and for them it 
must come true without any of the attendant 
disappointments of bad weather, 

If the rain does fall to-morrow it will cer- 
tainly cut down the aitendance by something 
in the nature of a hundred thousand; for 
there will be no shelter for any of the specta- 
tors outside those in the grand stand and 
the other smaller stands around the course. 

But bail, rain or sunshine, to-morrow’s 
race will be one of the greatest and most 
thrilling of all time. It will be a battle of 
nations; a race in which team will fight team, 
and individual competitors drive with a 
glorious daring for honcurs. 


AN OPEN RACE. 

What the result of it will be no one can 
say, and Mr. Kaye Don told me this evening 
that it is an open race, ‘If it rains.” he 
said, “it is a race in which the small car 
will ‘triumph over its heavier and less agile 
“pponent in the larger classes. But the 
British cars are out for victory, and, to my 
mind, their strongest competitor is Campari, 
on an Alfa-Romeo, It will be a great race 
no matter what happens. 

“ What do I think of my chances? Well, 
I am confident, and that is as far as I w ill 
commit myself, but let the best man and the 
best car win.” 

i, Thistlethwayte, the famous young 
driver, who is the idol of the Belfast race 
enthusiasts, as he was in Dublin, agreed that 
the rain would favour the small car. His 
cúr is in perfect trim, as he himself is, and 
he is determined to put up a great fight for 
victory. 

All the competitors in the race have been 
resting themselves and their cars to-day, 
though in many camps mechanics are busy 
giving the final touches to the engines. For 
them, at least, the rule to-night is early to 
bed and early to rise. They all realise the 
gruelling test that they will be put to to- 
morrow, and in most cases the team drivers 
have been engaged in rigorous training, 
which included plenty of open-air exercise 
und plenty of sleep. 


WHOLESALE BETTING. 

Onr,of the. most unusual aspects connected 
witig#to-morrow’s race is the manner in 
which Belfast people are betting whole- 
sale on the probable results. In fact, there 
is an orgy of betting in the city, and large 
advertisements appear in all the papers of 
bookmakers giving their odds on various 
competitors. On all sides the question is 
being asked: ‘‘What do you think will 
win?’’ and supplemented by the further 
question : ‘‘ What are you betting on?” 

The problem of picking the winner and the 
cars in the first three is one of the moat 
engrossing that Belfast people have been faced 
with for mar ny a long day. ‘There is not a 
racing enthusiast who could not quote the 
complete form of all likely cars and their 
drivers in the race. It is interesting to note 
the places given to the cars by the book- 
makers. kor instance, the favourites, tor 
whieh prices are eights, are: —Ivanovsky 
(Alfa-Romeo), Divo (Bugatti), Eyston (alfa- 
Romeo). Following these, prices of tens are 
offered on Kaye Don (Lea Francis), Larl 
Howe (Bugatti), Birkin (Bentley) and Merz 
(Mercedes). Prices of twelves’ are offered 
against Williams (ivgatti), Cushmen (Alvis), 
Marioni (Alfa-Romeo), Barnato (Bentley), Car- 
raciola (Mercedes) and Campari (Alfa-Romeo).

Taking all in all, if nothing untoward 
happens “the race is likely to be won by one of 
these men, Many would like to see Kaye Don 
repeat his success of last year, but he is up 
ageinst tremendous opposition. Despite his 
success at Phenix Park, Ivanovsky is too 
strongly challenged to have a good chance of 
first place, and, again, if Ramponi does drive 
Frontera’s Alfa- Romeo, the Italian will more 
than likely finish ahead of him, barring 
accidents. 

The conditions of the race and course are 
all against the larger cars, and, despite the 
magnificent performance ‘of Merz ín his 
Mercedes~ during the trials vesterday, his 
chances are poor. When he put up those fine 
lap speeds his car was going all out, and she 
certainly will not do better during the race. 
He may, or one of the other Mercedes may, 
lower the lap record, but their averages will 
be at least twenty to thirty seconds higher 
than those he recorded. It is a more difficrlt 
course for big cars than small ones; for on 
aceount of the wintling nature of the road 
for the most part, they will not get any 
opportunity of going all out except on the 
stretch from Newtownards to Comber. 

Even there they will be hampered in pass- 
ing the smaller cars. In proportion the 
smaller cars will be able to maintain higher 
average speeds throughout the circuit because 
of their flexibility at corners and around 
bends on the road.

HORSE-BREEDING IN 
CO. WICKLOW. 


DECLINE OF THE AUGUST 
FAIR. 


Our Wicklow correspondent writes :—As 
evidence of the considerable decline in horse 
breeding throughout Ireland, the great annua! 
August horse fair at W icklow has gradually 
diminished, until this year it was hardly 
noticeable on the streets. Only a few buyers 
pat in an appearance, and purchased some 
ordinary working horses and ponies. The 
‘* long-tails,"’ the hunters and Army horses 
for which Wicklow was famous a generation 
ago, when as many as 35,000 animals would 
be gathered together on the Murrough, were 
not in evidence; there were no buyers from 
Britain, France, Germany and other countries, 
as in former times ; and trade was of the 
meagrest. 

With only the hunter and racer holding 
their own in horseflesh, and with Wicklow 
County not one of those which breed. such 
animals, there seems little prospect of re- 
establishing the August horse fair at ‘ts 
former standard. Some years ago the Wick- 
low horse fair preceded the Dublin Show, but 
since the Royal Dublin Society changed its 
dates to the first week of August the order 
13 reversed. The change has had an adverse 
effect on the Wicklow fixture. It ‘is not 
supposed, however, that, in the present state 
of horse-breeding and Wicklow’s own lack of 
concern with hunter production, the fair’s 
position would be seriously amended by a 
change of date,

A Tramway Settlement. 


We print today an interesting letter 
from a correspondent,» who signs himself 
“Scrutator,”’ and suggests an ingenious 
method of settling the Dublin tramway 
strike. By general consent, the stoppage 
which began on Thursday morning hardly 
could have been avoided. The company 
found itself in a position in which it was 
forced to impose further reductions of 
wages on its employés, and the men, 
having already accepted a wages “cut”’ 
of five shillings per week, could not see 
their way to make the additional sacrifice 
which was required of them. Reason- 
able persons must sympathise _with 
both sides. The company has its respon- 
| sibilities to its shareholders, large 
numbers of whom are needy persons 
depending very largely on their incomes 
from tramway dividends. The directors 
at their meeting last month were com- 
pelled for the first time in the history 
of the company to pass the interim divi- 
dend, and had no alternative but to seek 
to save money by a reduction in wages. 
On the other hand, the men give good 
service to the public, and hardly can be 
blamed if they seek to retain a living 
wage. They cannot be expected to 
examine the nicer points of the situation 
from the point of view of political 
economy, or to realise that they are mere 
slaves of the machine of progress. They 
ask for sufficient money to enable them to 
live in reasonable comfort, to support 
their wives and educate their children ; 
and nobody can accuse them of extremism 
either in their conduct or in their 
demands. In these circumstances, an 
appeal has been made to the futile 
arbitrament of the strike. No economic 
problem ever was, or ever can be, solved 
in this way. Whether the company or 
the men can ‘hold out the longer, the 
facts of the situation will not be changed. 
‘The company can pay in dividends and 
wages only as much as it receives in 
fares ; and its shareholders must get their 
dividends, for without their money the. 
‘company could not exist. Whether the 
strike lasts for a day or a month, the 
-result must be the same. Neither masters. 
} mor men can gain anything: on the con- 
trary, both inevitably must lose. —

of careful consideration by everybody 
concerned, We believe, with our corre- 
spondent, that the tramways of Dublin, 
in common with those of every other city 
in Europe, are obsolescent. The remark- 
able development of the motor omnibus 
already has done them great harm, and 
he would be a brave man who would 
gamble on their survival twenty years 
hence, For the present, however, the 
tramways are an essential link in the 
general chain of transport. The Dublin 
company gives employment to more than 
two thousand men, and its importance to 
the city hardly can be exaggerated. The 
remission of “way-leaves,” of course, 
would impose an additional burden on 
the ratepayers; but ‘“‘Scrutator” takes 
the view that this burden ought to be 
borne, especially as it would involve a 
comparatively small addition to the rates. 
We realise that this proposal is highly 
controversial, inasmuch as it suggests a 
departure from a long-established custom. 
The tramway situation, however, is ex- 
ceedingly serious for the city and its 
townships. Desperate diseases call for 
desperate cures, and anything would be 
preferable to the state of anarchy which 
is constituted by the strike. The Free 
State Government, the City Commissioners, 
the townships—everybody is concerned in 
this crisis, and we call upon the Govern- 
ment to convene an immediate conference 
at which every possible means of settle- 
ment will be explored.

Labour and Covernment. 


The Trade Union Congress will meet 
at Belfast on September 2nd, and many 
resolutions will testify to the views of 
its various sections. According to the 
parliamentary representative of the Daily 
Telegraph, the repeal of the Trades 
Disputes Act stands in the name of the 
Amalgamated Engineering Union, and it 
is interesting to note that the Miners’ 
Federation declarés that the emancipation 
of the worker can be achieved only by 
industrial and political action. We are 
accustomed, however, to these fulmina- 
tions from trade union centres, and 
experience has taught as that the bark of 
the British trade unionist is very much 
worse than his bite, A national sense ci 
compromise resolves his dogmas into 
acceptable theses, and, mutatis mutandis, 
after a perfunctory dispute the status quo 
ante prevails. In one matter, how- 
ever, the British trade unionist falls 
short of the standard of which he is 
capable. The doctrine of the limitation 
of output is a heritage from the days of 
the Victorian employer, who by his short- 
sightedness and selfishness has made 
piece rates anathema maranatha to the 
workman. It is not too much to say that 
it is on this rock that the industrial 
quéstion threatens to founder. In America 
Adam Smith’s basic truth that pro- 
duction is wealth has been realised. Such 
men as Henry Ford have inculcated among 
their employés the knowledge that he 
who contributes to the welfare of an 
undertaking is a participant in the 
common weal, A system of profit-sharing 
inspires the least unit to effort, and thus 
the parable of the labourers in the 
vineyard is justified in modern life. 
Unfortunately, in England payment by 
time, which retards the machine to its 
slowest cog, is the predominant factor ; 
and the country’s industrial future lies 
ut its mercy. 


A Labour Government holds office in 
England to-day, and its statesmanship is 
threatened by the chains of previous 
entanglement. Nevertheless, fair play 
dictates that we must give credit to Mr. 
Macdonald for the work of his chosen 
Ministers. Mr. Snowden, by his insist- 
ence on British interests at The Hague, 
has earned the encomiums of all. 
History, however, tells us that it js as 
easy to be liberal’ at home and jingoist 
abroad as it is to pursue a contrary 
policy. Napoleon Bonaparte did not 
hesitate to make himself Emperor of the 
French and, at the same time, preach 
revolution among the peoples of Europe. 
In its foreign policy the Labour. Govern- 
ment has followed a line to which no 
exception can be taken; % remains, how- 
ever, to be seen if its domestic outlook will 
give equal satisfaction. It is ever the 
burden of idealists that they are prone to 
the dictates of the doctrinaire, The 
members from the @lyde always are 
present to obscure material factors by a 
welter of hyperbole. Between the paths 
of idealism and utility Mr. Macdonald 
must steer a delicate course. A Labour 
Prime Minister is particularly vufnerable 
to the shafts of trade union attack. It is 
not forgotten that in earlier days he, 
himself, advocated the extreme measures, 
which his present position condemns, In 
the lines of Browning’s “ Lost Leader '' 
are to be found a judgment of his least

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Spanish Oranges. 
The Unién Nacional de la Exportacién 
Agricola has published some remarkable 
statistics concerning Spain’s export; trade 
in oranges, The figures concern the season 
that began in November, 1928, and ended 
in May, 1929. In that period Spain ex- 


quintals of oranges, with an approximate 
value of 303,000,000 pesetas. Virtually 
the whole of these large exports were from 
the region Castellén to Murcia; a small 
, Proportion was exported from Almeria, 
Malaga and Seville. It is a remarkable 
fact that only 900,000 metric quintals were 
sold for consumption in Spain. In a word, 
Spain consumes only one in eight of the 
oranges that are ripened in her sun. The 
Spaniards, in fact, are smaller eaters of 
oranges than almost any other great 
European people, and such oranges as 
they eat are not of the best classes. Here, 
as El Debate comments, a remarkable 
paradox; but it is paralleled in Ireland, 
where foreign bacon is consumed, while the 
superior native product is exported, and 
where rural labourers’ children eat eggs 
only at Easter-time, although eggs are one 
of the principal products of the country. 
Throughout Fpain, and above all in the 
countryside, oranges are reckoned as 
“articles of luxury.” They are hardly 
known in many Castilian homes, or, at 
best, are eaten only on feast-days. The 
greatest importers of Spanish oranges are 
Great Britain, Germany and France ; then 
come Holland, Belgium, Switzerland, the 
Scandinavian countries, Czecho-Slovakia, 
+ Austria and Hungary. By far the best 
of these customers is Great Britain; but 
fear is felt in Spain that the policy of 
imperial preference will enable the 
oranges of South Africa and of other 
British territories to oust the Spanish 
fruit from the English market. On the 
other hand, great increases of consump- 
tion are anticipated in other lands. 
Hungary has multiplied its imports of 
Spanish oranges ten times in recent years, 
and this, despite the fact that Italy 
competes with Spain in the Hungarian 
market.

England’s Canals. 


Great efforts are being made for the 
improvement .of England’s inland water- 
ways. A deputation of the Canal Associa- 
tion waited on the Minister of Transport, 
who, according to the Manchester 
Guardian, promised his support to any 
private amalgamation bills that might be 
brought into Parliament. Not amalgama- 
tion of canal-owning companies alone, but 
the drastic reconstruction of English 
canals is necessary to their revival as 
vital elements in the country’s transport 
system. The Royal Commission which in- 
quired into the matter some twenty years 
ago recommended that thecanals should be 
reconstructed wherever necessary to bring 
them up to a general capacity for one 
hundred-ton barges." It recommended also 
that the main routes from the Thames 
to the Mersey and from the Humber to the 
Severn, crossing at Birmingham, should Le 
modernised and unified. After the Great 
War a State Committee which considered 
the question afresh devised another plan, 
by which it was proposed that two groups 
should be formed, amalgamating the water- 
ways that converge on the Severn and those 
which connect with the Trent, It may 
be that the canals yet will be required 
to relieve the roads and the waterways. 
A correspondence in The Times concerning 
schemes for & more popular use of the 
Thames has ventilated the growing 
opinion that the river offers London a 
precious means for the diversion of traffic 
from the congested streets. Other great 
cities, such as Paris, make better use of 
their waterway than London. In Ireland 
as well as in England, although for 
different reasons, the tendencies of trans- 
port well may give a new importance to 
canal services. In relieving the roads of

DISPUTE MAY BE PROTRACTED, 


We have received the following com- 
muirication suggesting a way out in the 
dispute :— 


Sin,—May I make a suggestion concerning 
the settlement of the tramway strike? Every- 
body realises, as you said in your leading 
article this morning, that it is one of those 
cases in which economic stress we'~s wth 
eyual force on masters and men. The 
tramway company has been forced to pass 
iis interim dividend; the men, already none 
toe well off, agreed some time ago to a wages 
“cut” of five shillings per week. Now the 
company finds itself forced to impose a further 
reduction ef ten per cent.—a *‘ cat’? which 
in practice works out at about six ‘shillings 
per man per week. 

The company cannot help itself: It is 
running a declining business. The men 
hardly can be blamed for their fefusal to 
accept such a heavy “cut” without a 
struggle; and the result is that the citizens 
of Dublin are compelled to suffer the hard- 
ships of a strike which really is nobody's 
fault. 

Is there not a way out of the difficulty’? 
At present,,1 understand, the tramway com- 
\pany pays large sums every year to the 
\Dublin City..Commissioners in the shape of 
way leaves. It also is compelled by law to 
lontribute very substantial sums for the up- 
leep. of the paving: of the streets through 
thich the tram-cars run. As this money, 
& most of it, goes to the city and town- 
slips, would it not be possible, in 
tip interests of industrial peace, to make 
she arrangement whereby henceforward part 
of\the tramway company’s burden shall be 
bohe by them? I would suggest that of 
thá ten per cent, wages cut which now is 
nedssary the city and townships should 
beat, say, 74, and the men.2) per. cent, 

The city’s share could be provided by a 
renission of way leaves, and I am sure that 
the hen would not object to a reduction in their 
presnt rates of 25 per cent. Nobody 
wanis the men to be victimised in any way. 
As you say; they are a fine body of public 
Servants, and are extremely popular with the 
travdling public. Personally, 1 feel that the 
propoied cut of ten per cent. is too much; 
but J also realise that the company cannot 
atiord to impose less. 

Iw this dilemma, therefore, 1 suggest that 
the cijizens take over a share of the burden. 
It wodd not mean any really serious difference 
to the rates. It would save the tram- 
way workers from a sacrifice which 1s unduly 
heavy for them to bear. It would enable the 
company to maintain its payment of divi- 
dends to the many widows and poor persons 
who are dependent upon the company for 
their incomes; and it would result ip the 
restoration of the tramway services. 

The fact is that-the tramways, not only in 
Dublin, but throughout the world, are 
obsolescent. The advent of the more mobile 
motor omnibus has revolutionised transport ; 
but in Dublin, at any rate, the trams have 
done good service, and it is “up to” the 
citizens now to help them out of a dire 
difliculty.—Yours, etc.,

The convenience afforded by the trams 
was greatly missed. yesterday, when 
business folk who were compelled to walk 
to their places of business were caught in 
heavy rain, which fell throughout the 
morning. "Buses were filled at the start- 
ing points, and people living. at inter- 
mediate stopping places found to their 
chagrin that on this occasion the amenities 
of mechanical transport were withheld 
from theth. 

Timekeepers in many of the large cit 
factories lost much of their mail 
austerity. What employer could quarrel 
with the office typist for her late arrival 
when she had such a substantial excuse 
to offer? , 

The withdrawal of the trams has been 
responsible for the alteration of some of 
the "bus routes in the city and suburbs. 
For instance, ‘buses ran through Rath- 
mines township, where previously they 
had been prohibited. Residents were 
highly appreciative of this concession, but 
many were disappointed at their failure to 
secure seats in the vehicles. In all cases 
‘buses took the shortest route to the city, 
and the recognised ’bus roads were virtu- 
ally deserted for the early morning runs. 


RESTAURANTS BUSY. 

As on yesterday, restaurants continued 
to do brisk. business with city workers. 
Congestion at the ‘bus termini was very 
pronounced throughont the day, as the 
existing fleets were insufficient to deal 
with the crowds.

GALWAY, Friday. 

Hundreds of people in England have 
written to friends and relatives in Ire- 
land asking that letters should be posted 
to them for transmission by the first mail 
to be carried by air from Galway to 
London this month. 

The flight on which it is proposed to 
carry the mails is primarily to demon- 
strate the time that could be saved in 
conveyance of the mail-bags from an ocean 
liner landing at Galway port by air to 
London and the Continent. — , : 

Colonel Charles F. Russell, former head 
of the Free State Air Corps, proposes to 
make the experiment when the North 
German Lloyd liner Karlsruhe arrives at 
Galway, the project being to rush the 
mails by fast car to Oranmere, five miles 
away, from which the flight will take 
place. - 


PROBABLE LOAD. 

Permission from the New York and 
Boston postal authorities is being sought 
for including the American mails in those 
to be carried on the flight. Mails posted 
locally on this side will be included, as it 
is proposed to make up bags in Galway 
Post Office if the permission of the Depart- 
ment of Posts and Telegraphs is obtained, 
and it is presumed that the Irish Govern- 
ment will not. place any obstacle in the 
way. .

The cables, which consist of one from 
Constanza to Constantinople, three trans- 
Atlantic lines, and three in the Pacific, 
were ceded to the Allies under the Treaty 
of Versailles. 

Of the cables in the North Atlantic, 
Great Britain is in charge of one and 
France of another, while in the South 
Atlantic the cable from Liberia to 
Pernambuco, which was cut during the 
war, has never been restored. 

Italy maintains that the cables are the 
joint property of the Allies, and resents 
the fact that she has hitherto been 
excluded from benefiting from them.

COMMISSION ADJOURNED. 

The Chancellor explained his standpoint 
to M. Jaspar, who after quite a brief con- 
versation returned to his colleag#es, who 
are engaging in fresh talks, and will proh-- 
ably submit a revised set of proposals 
during ‘the week-end. 

The. Chancellor, it is stated, is remain- 
ing absolutely firm, but is very anxious 
to give the four Powers every possible 
chance to formulate satisfactory pro- 
posals, arid is prepared to wait a few days 
longer to see if they are forthcoming. 

For this reason he agreed to an adjourn- 
ment of the Financial Commission until 
some day next week.

WHY IT WAS POSTPONED. 


From Revuter’s Corresronnent. 
THE HAGUE, Friday. 

It is stated in French circles that M. 
Jaspar, on Mr. Snowden’s suggestion, con- 
sidered it advisable to postpone the meet- 
ing of the Financial Commission which 
was to have taken place to-morrow, in 
order to allow time for the British delega- 
tion to have the memorandum translated 
into English to draft their reply, and for 
this to be considered carefully by the 
other creditor Powers. 

After agreement among all the delega- 
tions it was arranged that the date of the 
next sitting should not be fixed at the 
moment, but that it should be left for M. 
Houtart, the President of the Commission, 
to decide as to when it shall be summoned. 


A DENIAL. 

As soon as the British reply is in the’ 
hands of the four delegations concerned 
it will be translated and then examined 
by them at a joint meeting, the technical 
parts being referred to the examination of 
experts. 

A semi-official British Note, it is de- 
clared in French quarters, was issued, 
alleging that pressure was exercised on 
Italy in order to obtain her consent to a 
reduction of the percentages under the 
Young plan. a 

This statement is absolutely contrary to 
the facts, — France, Belgium, Italy and 
Japan have exercised no such pressure. 
Unity remians complete among the credi- 
tor Powers, who accept in their entirety 
the conclusions of the experts, and on this 
basis they will remain to-morrow as yes- 
terday.

MR. SNOWDEN’S NOTE 
OF WARNING.

In a leading article The Times of to- 
day observes:—Mr, Snowden's informal 
note of warning, handed to the Belgian 
Prime Minister on Thursday for trans- 
mission’ to the French, Italian, Belgian 
and FE delegates, has quickly borne 
fruit. For the first time the four Powers 
concerned with the British claim for a 
fairer distribution of the reparation 
annuities have made some suggestions in 
writing. While their proposals have not 
been either formally accepted or formally 
rejected by Mr. Snowden, it seemed to be 
enérally fell. at The Hague last night 
that a basis of discussion was likely to be 
found, and that any immediate danger 
of a breakdown had been averted. 

In the meantime, while events move 
slowly on the financial side, it is only fair 
to recognise that progress, though quiet, 
has been rapid in the Committee over which 
Mr. Henderson presides. Its delibera- 
tions have, in fact, been so satislactory 
that it is considered unnecessary to go 
into sub-committee, as is being done in 
the matter of reparations. The evacua- 
tion of the Rhineland and the setting up 
of a committee of conciliation and verifica- 
tion, as proposed last September in 
Geneva, are the principal points for dis- 
¢ussion. The , British Government's 
intention to leave the Rhineland before 
‘Christmas has been plainly stated, and 
has been well received in this country. 
The Belgian Government cherished the 
hope that all Belgian troops will be home 
by the same date. 

For the French Government, the issue 
is not quite so simple, and M. Briand 
has declared, again and again, that, in 
any case, every decision taken in the 
Political Committee must be absolutely 
dependent. upon the adoption and the 
operation of the Young system of repara- 
tion payments. The main thing now is 
that the evacuation shall be carried out 
without unnecessary delay, with the 
closest. possible. co-ordination between the 
occupying Powers, and with due regard 
for the feelings of all concerned. 


AUSTRALIAN VOTE OF 
CENSURE. 


MYSTERY OF A CABINET 
DOCUMENT. 


The Times Canberra Correspondent tele- 
graphed yesterday:—The debate on the 
Vote of Censure in the House ol 
Representatives has provided no surprises 
beyond showing the existence in un- 
authorised hands of a Cabinet document 
containing Mr. Latham’s (tlie Attorney- 
General's) personal. views on the 
expediency of the Brown prosecution, 

It appears that the document, 
one of many exchanged during the 
intermediate stages of the Cabinet 
discussion, did not. represent Mr. 
Latham’s final opinion, arrived at in the 
light of Mr. Bruce’s representation 
regarding the need of a calm atmosphere 
at a critical period of the. coal strike 
conference. Mr. Latham concluded his 
speech yesterday, declaring that in the 
same. circumstances he would repeat his 
action. 

The Governnfent has . ordered police 
inquiries as to the manner.in which the 
document was obtained. The debate must 
be concluded: by Wednesday next, as on 
Thursday Mr. Bruce will make his speech 
on the abolition of arbitration, and the 
Budget will be considered, and on Friday 
there will be a debate in regard to Egypt 
and reparations. Mr. Hughes, and only 
one other seceder from the Government 
side, an important one, will vote for 
the censure motion. 


THE SIBERIAN 
FRONTIER. 


WARLIKE ACTIVITIES. 

The Shanghai Correspondent of The 
Times telegraphed yesterday :—Reports of 
warlike activities on the Siberian frontier, 
however easily propagated at such a time 
as this, are now. too persistent to be 
lightly ignored. To what extent, if any, 
actual fighting has yet occurred it is im- 
possible to say, while Nanking continues 
to discount as unconfirmed numerous 
sensational reports. from Manchuli and 
from Harbin.  - 

One report Nankin® admits—namely, 
the seizure by Soviet forces . of 
Changhsinghsien in the Province of Kirin. 
It is thought, however, that this possibly 
is a precaution to facilitate the Soviet 
defence against ‘White Russian”’ 
raiders. It appears true that Chang 
Hsueh-liang has ordered 40,000 troops to 
prepare for an’ advance to the frontier. 

It is an interesting fact that Chinese 
Army agents have been inquiring during 
the past few days among Shanghai foreign 
firms for quantities of maki for officers’ 
uniforms, which, however, nobody could 
supply, and also for some thousands of 
woollen blankets and 300,000 locally made 
cotton blankets.

ROYAL AUTOMOBILE CLUB’S WORK. 


In proposing the toast of the Royal 
Automobile Club, Sir Dawson Bates said 
that, on behalf of the Government, he 
extended cordial thanks to the members 
of the Club, to the drivers, and 
to their other visitors for the honour 
they had done to Northern Ireland 
in coming to take part in the 
great race. The Royal Automobile Club 
was formed something like 32 years ago, 
when there was a general prejudice 
against motoring. At that time the speed- 
limit had been raised from four miles to 
fourteen miles per hour. (Laughter.) 
It was in these circumstances that the 
Club was formed. Since those days it has 
grown in numbers and influence until it is 
now recognised and acknowledged as the 
premier motoring association in the world, 
and its influence is felt in every part of 
the globe. 

The Tourist Trophy Race, which was 
to be held to-morrow, he said, was the 
greatest event of its kind that had ever 
been held. Some people said that no 
good object could be served hy a race of 
this character, he proceeded, and that 
such a race only panders to the seeker 
after sensation, but to these people I 
would point out that it is only by contests 
of this character that a motor manu- 
facturer can really try out his car and 
have Ahe opporignity of improving his 
design. The cars that will be used to- 
morrow are ordinary touring cars, not 
freak cars. Can anyone imagine that the 
Royal Automobile Club, which has done so 
much to develop motorifig, or that the 
great manufacturers of motor cars 
throughout. the world, woyld spend their 
time and their money in encouraging a 
race of this character if it did not help 
to develop the great motor industry ? 


THE GOVERNMENT’S ATTITUDE. 


You have come to a country where tle 
Government. is endeavouring, in every 
possible way, to foster the development of 
motor traction on practical and sane lines. 
I remember that one of the first acts 
which our Government passed some eight 
years ago was the removal of the 
prohibition against road motor racing. 
Tt still exists in parts of the 
United Kingdom. As a result of the 
passing of that enactment we have had 
the privilege of holding in this small 
province of ours no less than eight road 
races per annum. 

Since those days we have removed the 
old speed limit as regards private cars, 
and at the same time have imposed greater 
penalties for reckless driving. We make 
every applicant for an ordinary motor 
licence make a declaration that he is 
physically fit to drive a car, and, as 
regards applicants for a public service 
licence, we insist that they should pass a 
medical examination. As regards the 
practical working of these enactments 
which I have referred to, I believe they 
have done much to make the roads in 
Northern Ireland, not alone safer for the 
edestrian, but safer for the motor user. 
Applause. ) 

In addition to this, we have used the 
entire amount of our Road Fund for im- 
proving our roads, and the road that will 
be used to-morrow is a sample of the 
roads that Northern Ireland can produce. 
You have also come to a country where 
you will find, if I may say so, as good 
sportsmen as in any other part of the 
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“world. You will find the imhabitanta only |

The Coroner for East Clare, and & jury, 
held an inquest yesterday at O’Brien’s 
Bridge on the two mechanics, Peter Kin- 
sella and Michae] Conway, who were killed 
wher working at the Shannon power weir 
construction at O’Brien’s Bridge on Wed- 
nesday averting last, , 

Inspector are, K 
investigations. 

Mr. P. J. O’Sullivi%. solicitor, appeared 
for the contractors, and Mr. K. Donnelly 
represented the Ministry of Industry and 
Commerce. 

Evidence of identification of Kinsella was 
iven by his brother, Thomas Kinsella, of 
he hls ng Nurnvey, County Kildare, and 
Conrey was identified by a fellow-worker, 
Patrick Fitzsimons. 

Sergeant Quinn stated that he visited the 
site of the accident at 7 o'clock, and saw 
the bodies. He took measurements of the 
planks on the platform, and made an ex- 
amination of its construction. 

Herr Foekle, a German fitter, employed 
on the weir, deposed to having erected the 
platform on scaffolding from which the two 
men fell. It was-quite safe, and, being 
up and down it during the day, he noticed 
nothing wrong with the structure. The de- 
ceased men were in his gang, and after 
giving instructions he was in the act of 
leaving the place, when he heard a scream, 
and on returning saw the two mep just 
after their fall. He had seventeen years’ 
experience of platform bridges of this 
character, and never had an accident, 

William Heaphy, labourer, who worked 
close to the two men, stated that when he 
heard a crash he looked and saw the men 
fall feet foremost, together with a ladder. 
Broken pieces fell on the concrete base, and 
Kinsella, after striking the base, rolled on 
to the bottom of the canal. 

Evidence was given by Franz Drewer, en- 
gineer in charge of the weir constructions, to 
the elfect that the height from the platform 
to the concrete base was forty feet, and to 
the bottom of the canal the depth was fifty- 
two feet. He did not examine the platform, 
as the scaffolding was not completed, but 
normally the plank would carry three men. 

e evidence of Dr. J. Humphries showed 
that Conroy died from a compound fracture 
of the skull, and Kinsella sustained a fracture 
of the pelvis, the left shoulder, and ihe 
elbow. There were signs of internal 
hemorrhage. Death was due to multiple 
fractures and internal hemorrhage. 

THE VERDICT. 

After deliberating for an hour, the jury 
returned the following verdict :— 

“ We find that Michael Conroy and Thomas 
Kinsella died from fracture and _ internal 
hemorrhage and shock, sustained whilst 
working at the weir, O’Brien’s Bridge, on 
14th August, 1929, aq the result of a fall 
from the principal plank, which was unsafe 
Owing to a knot near the centre, and was 

wise unsound, as tested by the jury.” 
They added a rider to the effect that they 
were of opinion that the contractors were 
guilty of gross negligence in permitting the 
use. of planks in the construction of scaffold- 

which, when tested, failed to support the 
cambined weight of the workers at a space 
of seven and a half feet. They expressed 
sympathy with the relatives of the deceased 
men. 

The Coroner, Mr. O'Sullivan, Inspector 
Hall, and Mr. Donnelly joined in the ex- 
pressions of sympathy. 

e remains of Peter Kinsella were re- 
moved by motor hearse to his native place, 
Waterstown. Nurney, Co. Kildare, and were 
accompanied by his brother and other rela- 
tives. Those of Michael Conroy will. it is 
understood, be interred by the Shannon 
Scheme contractors. He was born in Dublin, 
but his relatives cannot be traced.

Frenchport, a little hamlet on the Mullet 
Peninsula, about four miles north-west of 
Belmullet, is to go down to history as the 
European terminal of the new telephone 
cable which the American Telegraph and 
ZVelephone Company propose to lay between 
America and Europe. , 

This decisién was arrived at last week-end 
when representatives of the company, accont- 

nied by Mr. H. B. O'Hanlon, solicitor, ‘of 

ublin, who is acting for the Np a in 
Ireland, visited Frenchport and eompleted 
the purchase of a site containing forty acres 
of land along the sea. The lands in ques- 
tion were the property of the Representative 
Church, Body, but the old glebe-house is 
néw in ruins, The experts inspected the 
site, and were satisfied that it would meet 
their requirements, and the agreements for 
purchase were signed. 

Frenchport is situated on an inlet. of the 
sea, sheltered from the broad sweep of the 
Atlantic Ocean by Annagh Head, a high 

romontory on the south, and ‘by the main- 
iand on the northern side. The site 15 on 
the northern shore, and is connected by a 
road of sorts to Belmullet. 

THE AMERICAN TELEGRAPH AND 

TELEPHONE COMPANY. 

The American Telegraph and Telephone 
Company is the largest EI company of 
its kind in the world—it rivals the United 

which is the largest 
the world. 
telephone system all over 
the Continent of America, and, with the 
development of telephonic communication 
over long distances, they have now decided 
to lav a cable for telephonic communication 
directly between Newfoundland and French- 
port, with subsidiary cables and land lines, 
and with terminals in London and New 
York. The new cable will be confined 
altogether to telephone communication, All 
the necessary contracts have been entered 
into between the respective Governments. 

Having secured a site, which from super 
ficial observation, would appear to be in all 
respects desirable, the experts will at once 
go ahead with their experiments. It is 
expected that the company will immed ately 
proceed to place in position an experimental 
cable, approximately 25 miles long, stretch- 
ing out to sea, and on this line test the 
possibilities of the site. Meantime there is 
an immense amount of work to be done on 
the site at Frenchport, and the Corporation 
may have to acquire further territory for 
their purpose, as the establishment of a 
telephone cable-head is vastly different from 
the landing of a telegraph cable. It will be 
necessary to erect power plant and dwell ng- 
houses: for workers: in fact, to create a small 
town. This part of the cotntry is 
fifty miles from a railway, and has 
only one road of approach—from  Bel- 
mullet. This road is mainly through 
a bog, and if material is to be brought over 
land a new Toad will have to be built, It is 
expected that the company will go ahead im 
mediately with their preparations on the site, 
and for the purpose will expend £50,000.

The district is one of the poorest in the 
West, and the establishment of the station 
will completely transform the district.

NAVAL LIMITATION, 


The Exchange Company's representative 
at Washington states that he is authorita- 
tively informed that the United States has 
received a fiew proposal from Great 
Britain for the limitaton cf cruiser 
tonnage. It is understood that the pro- 
posal deals with the replacement of fifteen 
obsolete American cgpisers in such a 
manner as to bring the cruiser strength 
considerably below the level discussed at 
the Geneva Conference in 1927. 

The proposal has been submitted to the 
naval authorities, who will report to 
President Hoover on the effect of the sug- 
gested limitation on national! defence after 
a thorough study has been completed. 


OBITUARY. 


MR. G. R. WEBB, M.A. F.,T.C.D, 


We regret to announce the death of Me. 
George Randolph Webb, M.A., F.,T.C.D., 
which took place yesterday at his residence, 


Earlscliffe, Baily, County Dublin, in his 53rd 


ear. 
‘ Son of the late Surgeon-General Randolph 
Webb, Mr. Webb received his early educa- 
tion in Rathmines School, and entered 
Trinity College, Dublin, 1895. Here his career 
was brilliant. In 1897 he gained a scholar- 
ship in mathematics, and in 1889 he EX 
duated, winning a mathematical studentship, 
with Jarge gold medal in Mathematics antl 
a gold medal in Logics and Ethics. He 
was Bishop Law’s prizeman in 1900, and in 

1 he was awarded the McCullagh prize, 
and in 1905 the Madden prize. In the 
following year he was appointed a Fellow, 
and in 1920 he was elected Junior Bursar. 

Mr. Webb, who got his Fellowship in 
Mathematics and Philosophy, was Donegal] 
Lecturer in Trinity College. He was a 
man of all-round gifts, and he distinguished 
himself in school in classics He could have 
excelled in them, if head chosen, as easily 
as in mathematics, 

After taking his Fellowship he ‘was first 
interested specially in FEhilosophy, and he 
kept, wp to the end of his life, his reading 
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G. R. Weres, F.,T.C.D. 


in that direction, although most of his 
teaching was in the school of niathematics. 

He was one of those who founded the College 
Mathematical Society, and he frequently read 
papers at its meetings. A man of high public 
spirit, he took a keen interest in political and 
economic questions. In later years Mr. Webh 
took an active part in the College adminis- 
tration, in the capacity of Junior Bursar and 
a member of the University Council, and, 
more recently, was one of the représentatives 
of the Junior Fellows on the Board of Trinity 
College. He took an important part in 
various reforms in the College, and his talents 
as an organiser made him particularly useful 
in the necessary revision of the machinery of 
college life. His chief recreations were 
tennis, croquet and Alpine climbing. 

He married, in 1907, Dr. Ella 
daughter of the late Very Rev, Charles 
Thomas Ovenden, D.D., Dean of St. 
Patrick’s, and had one son and one daughter. 

The funeral will take place on Monday 
next, at 2 o'clock p.m., at St. Fintan’s, Baily, 
Howth, A Memorial Service will be held in 
Trinity College Chapel at the end of the 
Vacation,

CONFERENCE, |

Een? the _ phil ie calm with 

which ‘the patties immediately con- 
cerned, and the general body of citizens, 
appear to accept the suspension of Dublin 
tramway services issues of quite unusual 
importance are involved. . These issues, 
even if—as everyone hopes—some means 
of accommodation may be discovered which 
will permit of an early resumption of the 
suspended services, wil remain for deter- 
And it is not impossible that 
some root causes of the present crisis may 
have to be examined even as an approach 
to some temporary working agreement. 

In many cases strikes and lock-outs are 
complicated b: bitterness, politica] con- 
siderations, or other issues not directly 
relevant to strictly eeonomic matters. In 
this case—fortunately—tha issue is simple. 
Good temper and mutual good-will prevai) 
between all parties—employers, wage- 
earners and the travelling public. It is 
simply a question of money. Who is 
going to pay—and how much? 

Quite obviously the shareholders cannot be 
called upon to make further sacrifices. They 
have nothing to give away Equally clearly 
the wage-earners should not be called we 
to accept lower standards of living unless 
such standards are demanded by stern and 
fully-proven necessity. The gull, therefore, 
can only be bridged either by increased con- 
tributions from the travelling public or by 
some kind of subsidy from the public purse. 


PRESENT FARES TOO LOW? 

The first question, therefore, is whether 
tramway and ‘bus services can continue to 
uperate—paying moderate dividends to their 
proprietors, fair remuneration to their staffs, 
and maintaining reasonable standards of 
efficiency and comfort-—at the rates of fares 
which now prevail. The writer believes that 
this is impossible. 

With the advent of the omnibus a policy 
of fare-cutting was adopted, in self-defence, 
by the ‘lramways Company. As the ontcome 
of that policy fares which averaged, let us 
say, 4 penny per passenger mile have fallen 
sharply. In many cases they have dropped 
to considerably under a halfpenny and in 
some even to much lower figures. The results 
are that several ommbus companies have gone 
into liquidation; others just managed to 
struggle ree tramway shareholders lose 
their dividends, and tramway employés are 
asked to make further sacrifices at the altar 
of cut-throat competition. 

So it would appear that the first essential 
step is an all-round increase in the present 
eosts of Dublin street travel. Can such an 
increase be achieved? Can it be reconciled 
with the general public welfare? If not, 
what are the inevitable consequences? New 
legislation, even if measures to prohibit 
suicidal competition could be successfully 
framed, is not an immediate possibility, and 
no effective administrative action is possible 
under the law as it stands, 


A TRAFFIC CONFERENCE. 

Phe only immediately practicable step 
would, therefore, appear to be the constitu- 
tion of a Dublin traffic conference, in which 
represeiitatives of the Tramways Company, 
eee omnibus proprietors, and the 
employés (both those on strike and those who 
remain "at work). would endeavour to reach 
temporary agteements, and later proceed to 
discuss the wliole question of fare-cutting, 
unnecessary competition, and other mure 
fundamental and complicated issues. -1s thers 
any reason why the Ministry-of Industry and 
Commerce should not make an immediate 
effort to convene such a conference? Guce 
back to work, time could be taken to enter 
‘nto consuliation with the City Commissioners, 
overnment Department and other respon- 
ible organisations as to more far-reac ing 
iid formidable traffic problems.

CORONER’S JURY AND 
“UNSAFE PLANK. 
——— 


The Coroner for East Clare, and a jury, 
held an inquest yesterday at O'Brien s 
Bridge on the two mechanics, Peter Kin- 
sella and Michael Conway, who were killed 
when working at the Shannon power weir 
construction at O’Brien’s Bridge on Wed- 
nesday evening last. ' 

Inspector K cc. 
investigations. 

Mr. P. J. O’Sulliv:%, solicitor, appeared 
for the contractors, and Mr. K. Donnelly 
represented the Ministry of Industry and 
Commerce. 

Evidence of identification of Kinsella was 
iven by his brother, Thomas Kinsella, of 
Waterstown, Nurney, County Kildare, and 
Conrey was identified by a fellow-worker; 
Patrick Fitzsimons. 

Sergeant Quinn stated that he visited the 
site of the accident at 7 o'clock, and saw 
the bodies. He took imeasurements of the 
planks on the platform, and made an ex- 
uwmination of its construction. 

Herr Foekle, a German fitter, employed 
on the weir, deposed to having erected the 
platform on fen xc ná from which the two 
men fell. It was quite safe, and, being 
up and down it during the day, he noticed 
nothing wrong with the structure. The de- 
ceased men were in his gang, and after 
iving instructions he was in the act of 
ates | the place, when he heard a scream, 
and on returning saw the two mep just 
after their fall. He had seventeen years’ 
experience of platform bridges of this 
character, and never had an accident. 

William Heaphy, labourer, who worked 
close to the two men, stated that when he 
heard a crash he looked and saw the men 
fall feet foremost, together with a ladder. 
Broken pieces fell on the concrete base, and 
Kinsella, after striking the base, rolled on 
to the bottom of the canal. 

Evidence was given by Franz Drewer, en- 
gineer in charge of the weir constructions, to 
the elfect that the height from the platform 
to the concrete base was forty feet, and to 
the bottom of the canal the depth was fifty- 
two feet. He did not examine the platform, 
as the scaffolding was not completed, but 
normally the plank would carry three men. 

The evidence of Dr. J. Humphries showed 
that Conroy died from a compound fracture 
of the skull, and Kinsella sustained a fracture 
of the pelvis, the left shoulder, and ihe 
elbow. There were signs of internal 
hemorrhage. Death was due to multiple 
fractures and internal hemorrhage. 

THE VERDICT. 

After deliberating for an hour, the jury 
returned the following verdict :— 

“ We find that Michael Conroy and Thomas 
Kinsella died from fracture and _ internal 
hemorrhage and shock, sustained whilst 
working at the weir, O’Brien’s Bridge, on 
14th August, 1929, am the result of a fall 
from the principal plank, which was unsafe 
Owing to a knot near the centre, and was 

wise unsound, as tested by the jury.” 
They added a rider to the effect that they 
were of opinion that the contractors were 
guilty of gross negligence in permitting the

FRENCHPORT TO BE A 

|  AERMINAL<? . 

AMERICAN COMPANY'S 
ENTERPRISE. 


-“ 


Frenchport, a little hamlet on the Mullet 
' Peninsula, about four miles north-west of 
Belmullet, is to go down to history as the 
European terminal of the new telephone 
cable which the American Telegraph and 
Telephone Company propose to lay between 
America and Europe i 

This decisién was arrived at last week-end, 
when representatives of the company, accom- 
year by Mr. H. B. O'Hanlon, solicitor, of 

ublin, who is acting for the Ng in 
Ireland, visited Frenchport and eompleted 
the purchase of a site. containing forty acres 
of land along the sea. The lands in ques- 
tion were the property of the Representative 
Church, Body, but the old glebe-house is 
néw in ruins, The experts inspected the 
site, and were satisfied that it would meet 
their requirements, and the agreements for 
purchase were signed. : 

Frenchport is situated on an inlet. of the 
sea, sheltered from the broad sweep of the 
Atlantic Ocean by Annagh Head, a high 
romontory on the south, and by the main- 
iand on the northern side. The site is on 
the northern shore, and is connected by a 
road of sorts to Belmullet. 

THE AMERICAN TELEGRAPH AND 

TELEPHONE COMPANY. 

The American Telegraph and Telephone 
Company is the largest ere company of 
its kind in the world—it rivals the United 
Steel Corporation, which is the largest 
trading company in the world. 

They operaté the telephone system all over 
the Continent of America, and, with the 
development of telephonic communication 
over long d:stances, they have now decided 
to lav a cable for telephonic communication 
directly between Newfoundland and French- 
port, with subsidiary cables and land lines, 
and with terminals in London and New 
York. The new cable will be confined 
altogether to telephone communication, All 
the necessary contracts have been entered 
into between the respective Governments. 

Having secured a site, which from super 
ficial observation, would appear to be in all 
respects desirable, the experts will at once 
go ahead with their experiments. It is 
expected that the company will immed ately 
proceed to place in position an experimental 
cable, approximately 25 miles long, stretch- 
ing out to sea, and on this line test the 
possibilities of the site. Meantime there is 
an immense amount of work to be done on 
the site at Frenchport, and the Corporation 
may have to acquire further territory for 
their purpose, as the establishment of a 
telephone cable-head is vastly different from 
the landing of a telegraph cable. It will be 
necessary to erect power plant and dwell ng- 
houses for workers: in fact, to create a small 
town. This part of the cotntry is 
fifty miles from a railway, and has 
only one road of approach—from Bel- 
mullet. This road is mainly’ through 
a bog, and if material is to be brought over 
land a new road will have to be built, It is 
expected that the company will go ahead im 
mediately with their preparations on the site, 
and for the purpose will expend £50,000. 

EMPLOYMENT FOR FRENOHPORT 

DISTRICT. 

The district is one of the poorest in the 
West, and the establishment of the station 
will completely transform the district. It 
has always been the policy of this company 
to employ local people in their undertakings, 
and employment will be found iu the earlier 
work of road-making pier-making and buila- 
ing of houses for the people of the district. 

The later plans of the company are not 
quite settled. They may decide to take 
another cable from Frenchport to Scotland for 
transmission of messages to London; but this 
will be decided when the earlier experiments 
have been carried through. 

The sutcessful laying of a cable for tele 
phonic purposes over twenty-five hundre. 
miles of sea bed is fraught with all sorts o 
difficulties; but the technicians hope tha 
they will be able to surmount these, and car“; 
through their object, in which event there wii: 
be an awakening to a new world 
people of this part of the West.

Asked what would be the 
route from Blacksod to London, he said they 
did not yet know; they may put out to sea 
again from Frenchport, and bring the cable 
in at Glasgow gr somewhere else, and thence 
to Loudon. 

This wili be the first telephone cable across 
the Atlantic. There is, of course, an exist- 
ing telegraph cable and radio communication, 
but no direct telephone cable.

TRAM. SERVICE HIT BY 
THE NEED FOR A 
CONFERENCE, 


Ls a 


..- (By “ ARTIFEX.”) : 
Reet the philosophic calm with 
which ‘the parties immediately con- 
cerned, and the general body of citizens, 
appear to accept the suspension of Dublin 
tramway services issues of quite unusual 
importance are involved. . These issues, 
even if—as everyone hopes—some means 
of accommodation may be discovered which 
will permit of an early resumption of the 
suspended services, will remain for deter- 
‘mination. And it is not impossible that 
some root causes of the present crisis may 
have to be examined even as an approach 

to some temporary working agreement. 

In many cases strikes and jock-outs are 
complicated b- bitterness, political con- 
siderations, or other issues not directly 
relevant to strictly economic matters. In 
this case—fortunately—the issue is simple. 
Good temper and mutual good-will prevail 
between all parties—employers, wage- 
earners and the travelling public. It is 
simply a question of money. Who is 
going to pay—and how much? 

Quite obviously the shareholders cannot be 
called upon to make further sacrifices. ‘They 
have nothing to give away Equally clearly 
the wage-earners should not be called upon 
to accept lower standards of living Fe som 
such standards are demanded by stern and 
fully-proven necessity. The gulf, therefore, 
can only be bridged either by increased con- 
tributions from the travelling public or by 
some kind of subsidy from the public purse. 


PRESENT FARES TOO LOW? 

The first question, therefore, is whether 
tramway and ‘bus services can continue to 
vperate—paying moderate dividends to their 
proprietors, fair remuneration to their staffs, 
and maintaining reasonable standards of 
efficiency and comfort—at the rates of fares 
which now prevail. The writer believes that 
this is impossible. 

With the advent of the omnibus a policy 
of fare-cutting was adopted, in self-defence, 
by the ‘lramways Company. As the outcome 
of that policy fares which averaged, let us 
say, a penny per passenger mile have fallen 
sharply. In many cases they have dropped 
to considerably under a halfpenny and in 
some even to much Jower figures. The results 
are that several ommbus companies have gone 
into liquidation; others just managed to 
struggle nae tramway shareholders lose 
their dividends, and tramway employés are 
asked to make further sacrifices at the altar 
of cut-throat competition, 

So it would appear that the first essential 
step is an all-round increase in the present 
eosts of Dublin street travel. Can such an 
increase be achieved? Can it be reconciled 
with the general public welfare? If not, 
what are the inevitable consequences? New 
legislation, even if measures to prohibit 
suicidal competition could be successfully 
framed, is not an immediate possibility, and 
no effective administrative action is possible 
under the law as it stands. 


A TRAFFIC CONFERENCE. 

The only immediately practicable step 
would, therefore, appear to be the eonstitu- 
tion of a Dublin tratfic conference, in which 
representatives of the Tramways Company, 
indépendent omnibus proprietors, aha the 
employés (both those on strike and those who 
remain “at work). would endeavour to reach 
temporary agteements, and later proceed to 
discuss the whole question of fare-cutting, 
unbecessary competition, and other mure 
fundamental and complicated issues. “ls there 
auy reason why the Ministry-of Industry and 
Commerce should not make an immediate 
effort to convene such a conference? Gace 
back to work, time could be taken to enter 
‘nto consultation with the City Commissioners, 
sovernment Department and other respon- 
ible organisations as to more far-reac ing 
iid formidable traffic problems. 

MOBE FORMIDABLE PROBLEMS, . 
At this.moment it is only necessa 
‘me a few of the more formidable issues 
which, sdoner or later, must be faced and 
determined, First and foremost would be 
questions as to whether the Tramways Com- 
pany should be compelled to bear the speal 
mirdens which they assumed,*in consideration 
of what was a monopoly of Dublin street 
traffic, thirty years ago.

Vindietive to Aircraftsman William Arthur 
Gant, who entered unaccompanied for the 
purpose of removing the fuse from 
the store: committing an act of pre- 
judice against good order and naval 
discipline in being responsible for the 
withdrawal of the bomb from the store for 
expenditure without: reference, for  store- 
room - purposes, to Commissioned 
Frederick Squirrell, R.N., or to Lieutenant- 
Commander Alfred Russell, R.N., Gunnery 
Ufiicer of the Vindictive. 

THE COURT. ; 

The President of the Court was Captain 
D. B. Le Mottee, of H.M.S. Pembroke, and 
Paymaster Lieutenant-Commander F. R. 
Porter acted as Deputy Judge Advecate.

His reply to the third charge was_that he 
received the order to draw the bomb from 
Flight Lieutenant O'Sullivan, R.A.¥F., and 
considered it unnecessary to inform the Com.

The whole » Seuth 
ef Ireland Championship, which was decided 
here to-day ip a strong wind and showers, 
centred round the excellent golf played by 
John Burke, the holder, who beat D. Sweeney 
by the convincing margin of 8 and 7, abier 
being 7 up at the end of the first round. 

All through the Championship it was pretty 
evident that there was no one in the tourna- 
ment playing “aa as like the golf of last 
year’s winner. ron aan in which 
he played this week stamps him as, perhaps, 
the best amateur Ireland a? produced 
since Lionel Munn—aa opinion which was 
freely expressed by the golfers from Dublin 
«ho watched’ him play in a few of his 

patches. Long as any amateur need be with 
the wood, he plays his iron clubs as perfectly 
as the best professional. 
Two FINE SHOTS. 

To-day we saw him execute a number of 
magnificent shots, two of which will not 
be forgotten by those who witnessed them, 
and which, [ would say, were the finest 
shots of the week. In the forenoon, when 
laying the eighteenth hole, his second left 
finn with an extremely awkward pitch over the 
bunkers to the right of the green with the 
wind blowing hard in his rear, To stop the 
bail even in a calm from such a position 
would test the most skilful lees, even 
with a mashie-niblick of a niblick. Burke 
took the mashie and played the shot so 
ao that it dropped in the middle of 

he green and stopped a little past the hole, 
The other shot was, yore not a golfing 
shot : spectacular would best describe it. His 
drive to the sixth lay in the cutting, with 
a small hole behind it. Most golfers would 
have had a “go” at it with the niblick and 
chance to luck to get out on to the fairway; 
but Burke took the spoon, and with a truly 
magnficent effort left himself with a short 
pitch from the rough to the left of the 
green below. It was a freakish stroke. Some 
of his shots were really uncanny in their 
accuracy. There is no doubt but that he 
must know every inch of this difficult course, 
but though his local konwledge served him 
well in this championship his golf was of 
such a high standard that even without that 
he would have come through the test with 
flying colours. 

HOW BURKE WON, 

Sweeney played good, sound  golf— 
golf that would have won more than one 
Seuth of Ireland final of recent years, but he 
was palpably outclassed by the local player. 
The match was won early in the morning; 
for Burke went away with a rush, winning 
the first six holes in 5, 4, 4, The 
first slice of good fortune which Sweeney had 
was at the eighth, where he holed a stiff 
putt for a win in 2—he had a 2 also in 
the evening—but until Burke broke down 
at the thirteenth and fourteenth the 
match continued to go strongly against 
the Galwegian. - At these holes Burke 
had sixes, but he finished the round with a 
seven holes lead, having gone round in 76, 
which in such a wind was excellent golf. 

Having reduced the arrears at the second 
in the afternoon, where Burke took three 
putts for the first time in the match, Sweeney 
had bad luck in finding a sandy lie off his 
drive, to the third, and he lost that hole 
also to become seven down again. He was 
short at the “tdell.” and dropped further 
behind. He might have holed a dead stymte 
at the seventh had not the other calied a half, 
but it was merely prolonging the struggle, 
which ended at the eleventh—a one-side4 
match, and well worth following if for noth 
ing else but to watch cá golf of the winner.

In the ensuing eight rounds Campolo revealed 
himself as a new terror to American heavy-weights, 
whose claims to world pre-eminence are already 
corlously challenged by both British and German 
boxers. Campolo, a massive pillar of bone and 
muscle, 6ft. Tins. in height, boxed as well aa 
fought, and his cleverness amazed as well as 
delighted the crowd. He trounced his opponent 
with most vicious blows from the first gong. 

A POTENTIAL CHAMPION. 

He pummelied Heeney as only Gene Tunney has 
been able to do hitherto. “I have never faced 
anyone who hit so hard as did that giant," said 
Heeney after the ficht. “With those right hands 
of bus he will be heavy-weight champion soon,’ 

a Bm however, did not have a 
má á of urs, as Heeney, gallant as 
ever, won fy réir cen ó IR of the crowd for his 
pluck and tenacity, and when the knock-out came 
he shower of hats which sailed into the ring 
amid a great demonstration of enthusiasm was 
— as touching in tribute to the loser as to the 


ig tong had displaced Herney as favourite 
at odds of 6 to 5 on, entered the ring shortly after 
4 imposing figure siriking the crowd 
He weighed 1ib. short of 16st., while 
Heeney ‘weighed 14st. sib. 

The ninth round, which proved to be the final 
eession, opened with a left swing by Heeney to 
Compolo’s jaw, but the latter countered with a 
right to the chin and a left to the body. Heeney 
was visibly failing, and he took a trio of stiff 
rights to the head without making any return. 
x making a target of Heeney’a tousied head, 

Campolo advanced under cover of a two-handed 
attack, which he rounded off with a terrific right 
to the temple. 

A TECHNICAL KNOCK-OUT. 

The force of it almost sent Heeney ont of the 
ring. The fight was all but over, and Campolo 
was the first fo realise if, He rushed in at once, 
and, using beth hands from close range, he beat 
Heeney down to the floor. Heeney tried to rise 
at seven, and struggled up, but only his great 
courage enabled him to stand on his feet. The 
referee took him by the arm, led him to his corner, 
and awarded Campolo the fight on a technical 
knock-ont. 

The crowd paid their tribute to the matsive 
South American, who embraced the fallen New 
Zealander. Turning to the crowd he kissed hands 
to them and then, amid a frantic demonstration 
of applause, he walked from the ring triumphant. 

Heeney has not heen well lately, but he was 
reported to be in fine condition jus. before to- 
night’s fight. Campolo ,who has fought only once 

fore in New York, is only one of the many 
promising Argentinians on the boxing horizon. 
The strength of South America in the fistic art 
was convincingly demonstrated at the Olympic 
Games at Amsterdam last year. Campolo’s 
phystoue is best illustrated by his reach. With 
arms outstretched at full distance he measures 
7ft. 2ins, from the finger tips of one hand to those 
of the other. 

HEENEY FINISHED. 

With his defeat to-day, Heeney can abandon 
all hopes of a real come back. Tom evidently 
reached the peak of hie career when he fonght 
Tunney for the world title on July 26th, 1928. 
Tunney administered Heeney’s first technical knock- 
out. Between that date and March 13th this 
year, Heeney did not have a ficht. but on that 
day he was again decisively outpointed by Otto 
Von Porat, the big Norwegian. 

This knockont is only the second of Heenev's 
career, but it is sufficient to put him out of the 
running for the world honours, for which Germany, 
Great Britain, the Argentine, Norway and Americ® 
are putting in candidates. 

A PATHETIC FICUR 
NEW YORK: Friday. 

A pathetic figure at last nicht’s fight bhetweer 
Tom Heeney and Victorio Campolo was Heeney's 
wife. who witnessed the contest from the ringside. 
As the gallant Tom was being hattered all over 
the ring she sat moaning and wringing her 
hands, as she bravely tried to hide her tears. 
But even though her heart may have been break- 
ing she must have felt prond to see the manner 
in which the heart of her hushand refused to 
be broken in the hour of bitter defeat. All the 
critics here are lond in their praise of the New 
Zealander's grit and courage. The World, in a 
leading article, says:-—" What a eo plo firhtine 
heart beats within his hodv, never did a man 
go down to a more glorious defeat than Tom 
lieeney.”’
